He 
announced today that four 14-pas- 
senger Ford monoplanes costing 
$50,000 each, already had been 
purchased and were promised for 
delivery on July 15 so that the 
first service with the new planes 
will begin about Aug. 1. 

The service to Omaha will be- 
gin as soon as the air mail route 
can be lighted for flying, prob- 
ably about six months hence. The 
western line will give connections 
with the southwestern air line of 
the National Air Transport at 
Kansas City and the transconti- 
nental line of the Boeing Air 
Transport at » Omaha, furnishing 
direct air service to the’ Pacific 
Coast as well as to the Southwest.

Modern Terminals Planned. 

The new passenger line is to be 
one of the most ambitious pro- 
jects of the kind ever launched in 
this country or in Europe. ‘There 
are to be waiting stations at each 
terrfinal with restaurants for the 
convenience of passengers, as well 
as express, passenger and insur- 
ance offices. Tunnels inclosed in 
glass are to lead from the waiting 
rooms to the planes so that pas- 
sengers may not be inconvénienced 
by bad weather. The pilots, two 
to a plane, are to be uniformed. 
Ticket offices are to be established 
in the leading hotels and motor- 
busses will carry passengers to the 
field before the planes leave.

mospheric eonditions, which pre- 
vailed at the start, the explorer 
hoped to reach the pole by mid- 
night. 

At 9 o'clock in the morning ca:n2 
word that the Italia was over Am- 
sterdam Islafii,d northwest of Spitz- 
bergen, and at noon the dirigible 
radioed that the flight was pro- 
gressing satisfactorily and all wes 
well. The wind was then north; 
east, 

At an average speed of 40 to 50 
miles an hour, the Italia could cov- 
er the distance between the startivz 
point and the pole, approximately 
750 miles, in time to reach sa des- 
tination by midnight. 

It is understood that Gen. Nobile 
himself intends to make a landing 
at the pole with Prof. Pontremoli, 
for magnetic observations. 

The two mén will descend by 
means Of ropes from the airship. | 
Others may follow, depending on 
conditions. Before landing, how- 
ever, the dirigible will be maneu- 
yered for miles in every direction 
to firid the most suitable spot. Pre- 
cautions will be taken also to safe- 
guard those who leave the ship, 
for they might be faced with the 
possibility of being separated from 
the big craft. 

Gen. Nobile carries with him the 
Oaken cross confided to his care 
by the Pope and plans to set it up 
at the pole.

May 11, Gen. Nobile made his first 
attempt to penetrate into Polar 
regions in the Italia but returned 
to King’s Bay after seven hours be- 
cause of bad weather condition.

IN ARGENTINE BOMBINE 


Explosive Placed in Walt Cab- 
inet Goes Off at Italian 
Consulate. 


—_— +

23.—Nine persons were killed out- 
right and 41 are known to” have 
been injured in a- bomb explosion 
in the Passport. Bureau on the 
main floor of the new Italian Con- 
sulate shortly before noon today. 

The bomb, which was placed in 
a wall cabinet' in a room where 
three employes were working 
and 20 persons were waiting 
tore a hole six feet high and foar 
feet wide in the wall. Many of 
those in the room were struck 
down by debris as well as by tres- 
ments of the bomb, 

It was thought anti-Fascists 
might have been responsible for 
the explosion. ‘The police had no | 
clew to the perpetrator, and were 
particularly in the dark as to: its 
origin as there has been no anti- 
Italian sentiment manifest in re- 
cent months. 

At thg time of the explosion 
there were 200 persons in the 
building,. but Consul General Cap- 
pani was not present. Many pr‘*- 
vate automobiles were passing and 
the drivers helped to carry out the 
injured. Two hours after the 
explosion the exact numbér of in- 
jured had not been determined. 

The noise of the explosion .drew 
a great crowd to’ the consulat-. 
‘The building, which has be2n oc- 
cupied for only a month, is in the 
Recoleta district, a fashionabie 
section of Buenos. Aires, only a 
few blocks from the American 
‘Embassy and the Ambassacor's 
home. 

Workmen had just teft scaffold- 
ing, which was still ‘In the build- 
ring, and this, together with the 
walls, collapsed, pinning several 
persons underneath. . Fire broke 
out a few minutes after the explo- 
sion and firemen ‘worked des- 
perately to extricate thoge pinned 
in the debris and to put out the 
fire. 

Several of thoge near the wall 
cabinet containing the bomb aes 
blown to pieces. 

A second bomb was ‘discovered 
before explosion this afternoon at 
a pharmacy owned by'a prominent 
Fascist leader near the South 
Docks.

“Ballads aud Sea Songs from Nova 


Scotia,” aside from a short intro- 
duction, contains only the human 
documents -themselveg with a con- 
cise history of each. In scope and 
scholarly tréatiment, I know of no 
collection made in America that 
might be compared with it except 
“Folk-Songs of the South,” edited 
by John Harrintgon Cox as presi- 
dent of the West Virginia Folk- 
Lore Society, and that is the work 
of a large and active group instead 
of an individual. 


It has been Dr. Mackenzie’s aim 
to include every extant version 
of every ballad found in Nova 
Scotia. There are 163 distinct 
songs with extra versions of many 
of them, anf 42 tunes. Several 
of the traditional English and 
Scottish 
corrupted and confused § through 
oral transmission since Child made 
his collection that the stories 
might be considered as retold, 
while others have only. a few 
omissions and changes. There is 
the later broadside type of dra- 


matic love scene, many of which | 


These are in 
striking contrast to the older bal- 
lads, which almost always mourn 
the tragic death of the _ lovers. 
There are tales of great battles on 
land and sea, some told in the 
vivid language of those who took 
part in the action, and others com- 
posed. of romantic rumors. Many 
of these show a sincerity and in- 
tense Vigor that any poet might 
envy. There are forecastle songs 
telling of strange adventures, such 
as “Captain Glenn” and “Green 
Beds,” which were sung by sea- 
faring men in the days of long 
cruises’. There are shanties, fresh 
with the “salty tang of the sea,” 
whose rhythm made it easier for 
the men to work in unison when 
they were heaving at the capstan 
bars. In the introduction “able 
seamen” give their testimony as 
to the importance on old sailing 
vessels of these shanties. They tell 
how the shanty man led with the 
main Mines, which he often com- 
posed at the moment, and how the 
crew “came in with the chorus” 
There are songs of ferocious pi- 
rates who “slew and plundered” 
their victims, and of “bold high- 
waymen” who were a terror only 
to the rich.
